within the Veil of Hypocriſy. 


THIS Obſervation might be run through eve: 
ry Precept of the Second Table, tho* I ſhall for

ſeem to include all that was implied in their 
deſignation to this Office, and that for theſe 
two Reaſons: Firſt, Fer theſe only there ſeems 
no neceflity for fo great a Solemnity as an Or- 
dination by the Apoſtolick Hands. And ſecondly, 
Becauſe we find ſome of them actually employ- 
ed in more ſacred Functions, for which they 
doubtleſs then received their Power and Orders. 
For we don't find they received any for thoſe 
ſacred Miniſtrations at any other Time: Now 
ſince they could not preach without being ſent, 
and that it don't appear they were ſent at any 
Time but this we are upon, it muſt be granted, 


that either th&y now received their Powers fof | 


the miniſterial Functions of Preaching and Bap- 
tizing,, or that they acted without any, and were 
ineruders on the ſacred Function. But this is 
impious and abſurd, therefore they were now 
ordained to thoſe Parts of the Miniſtry, they 
aſterwards diſcharged with ſo much Diligence 
and, Succeſs. And now let us view what thoſe 
Parts were, in the exerciſe whereof we find any 
of them; for from their Practice, we may well 
conclude that of all the reſt. There are bus 
two of thoſe Deacons, whoſe Acts are more par- 
ticularly taken notice af by the ſacred Hiſtorian 
One of them, as has been already hinted, we 
find has left us an excellent Sermon Act, 7. and, 
the other we know preached fo ſucceſsfully, as 
to gain many Converts, whom he alſo baptized, 
Ads 8. And belides theſe, we don't find any o- 
ther Acts of theic Miniſtration in holy Things

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| For tho! they afliſted indeed at the Lord's Tas 


yet we don't find that ever they conſecrated 
the Elements, or ever were veſted with the 
Powers of  Abſolution" or Cenſures, but rather the 
contrary is implied A, 8. 14, 18. For that af- 
ter the Samaritans wore baptized by Philip the 
Deacon, the.” Apoſtles Peter and Jobn went from 
Feruſalem to Samaris to confirm the new Con- 
Verts- | 
NOW let us ſee how the Church of England 
Deacon comes up to the Inſtitution and the Ex- 
erciſe of the Office; after he is recommended, 
tried, approved and found meet for it, he is ſo- 
lemnly ordained by laying on of Hands, inveſted 
with Power to ſerve Tables, provide for the 
Poor, to preach and to baptize, but not to ad- 
miniſter the Lord's. Supper ; as that implies the 
Act of Conſecration, nor remit or retain Sins, 
in our Saviour's Sence of thoſe Words, but is 
for the diſſenting Deacon, if ever, he is very rarely 
ordained, and to be ſure. never to the Offices 
of preaching and baptizing ; and pray now who 
comes neareſt to the primitive Inſtitution, and 
the manifeſt. Acts of that Office? the Church of 
England, which deſires to obey Divine Com- 
mands, and be guided in her Conduct by Divine 
Examples, and in this Inſtance comes as near 
the Pattern as is poſſible for Imitation, or thoſe 
who ſacrilegiouſly mutilate this Office, and de- 
prive it of the beſt and moſt uſeful Parts there- 
of : And therefore who that was ſober and in his 
Senſes, could have expreſſed his Virulence a- 
gainſt che preaching Deacon, as the Remarker has

claim an Epithet they have no Title to. From 
hence let us proceed, ES . a 
Secondly, TO the next Order, that of Preſ- 
byters, and ſee if there be any more Marks of 
Sobriety on the Remarks on their Order than on 
the former; and here I think it will be obvious 
to every Eye, that the further he goes, the fur- 
ther he ſtaggers from the Truth, until he falls 
into groſs Abſurdities, from whence he cannot 
recover himſelf, from theſe Refleions., 
. . THE Author of the Modeſt Proof had alledged 
with a great deal of Reaſon, that Pregbyters were 
Succeſſors to the Seventy Diſciples, who by man 
Marks of Imparity by him there adduced, an 
not yet diſproved, were in an Office inferiout 
in Dignity and Power unto the Apoſtolate. Now 
he ſcems extreamly concerned to expunge this 
Notion, and blots ſeveral Pages, to blot out tha 
Seventy's. Commiſſion ; and fo fiercely contendy 
againſt the Perpetuity of it, that upon the Sup- 
poſition of its continuing, he would grant Preſ- 
byters to be their proper Suceeſſors. Now upon 
this Conceſſion we will join Iſſue with him and 
give up the, Caule, if we don't make appear, 
that the Seventy's Commiſſion continued after 
che Time he affirms it determined; and that the 
. R SGerounds 
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GSrounds ie goes upon are abſurd, fuppoſitloiis 


and contrary to Fact and the Reaſon of Things, 
he affirms but without Proof, that their Com- 
miſſion is not now in being, inaſmuch as it ex- 
pired with themſelves, or rather at their Return 
unto our Lord, and that it was limited only to 
Fudea. Now it theſe Premiſſes be not true, che 
Concluſion that he would draw from them muft 
needs be falſe ; and that there is no Truth in 
either of theſe Pretences, will be clear as Light, 
Now the following Conſiderations on each of 
them. 

- Firſt, THAT that Cadet having never 
been formally revoked, and the Reaſons where- 
on it was granted continuing, it muſt alſo con- 
tinue as long as they do. 

Secondly, SO far it is from being true, that 
it was revoked at their Return, that they were 
then furniſhed with new Powers for the Exer- 
ciſe of thoſe Functions it authoriſed them unto.

with them; Now theſe: Reaſons we have Luket 
10. 2. The greatneſs of the Harveſt, and the 
ſewneſs of the Labourers, and ſince the Harveſt 


will continue until the laſt Conflagration, ſo 


muſt the Labourers, and by Conſequence their 


. Commiſſion for it. The Remarker therefore muſt 


be guilty of this abſurd Suppoſition, That the 
Harveft is over, ſince the Labourers Commiſſion 
to work therein, is according to him, annulled; 
unleſs he will ſtill more abſurdly ſuppoſe, that 


there is a Harveſt and no Labourers in it. But 


ſince both theſe Suppoſitions are falſe in Fact, 


and blaſphemous Imputations on the Wiſdom of 


its Maſter ; and that therefore the Harveft will 


continue to the laſt-period of Time, ſo muft the 
Labourers Work, and their Commiſſion for it,

Secondly, THAT it is ſo far from being 
true that the Sevenry's Commiſiton was revoked 


at their return to our Lord; that they were then 
by him furniſhed with new Powers for the ex- 


erciſe of thoſe Functions it authoriſed them un- 
to. Of this we have an inconteſtible Proof Luke 
10. 18, 19. Where we are told, that even after 


their return from their firſt Progreſs, that our 


Lord ſaid unto them, I beheld Satan as Lightning 
fall from Heaven, behold I give unto you Power to 
tread on Serpents and Scorpions, and over all the power 
of the Enemy, aud nothing ſhall by any means burt 
704, I demand gheretorg ro what ꝑurpęſe * 
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C 
theſe extraordinary Powers conſerred, if not tb 
fiſt them in the Work of their Miniſtry ? for 
As private Chriſtians they were uſeleſs to them, 
Having no direct tendency to promote Faich and 
Repentance in themſelves ? The Remarker muſt 
therefore 7. this blaſphemous Sup- 
poſition, that our Lord did in vain beftow-upon 
them [theſe Powers, and for no wiſe End or 
Uſe,” or confeſs to the Truth that they were 
endowed with them, for the better enabling of 
them, ſucceſsfully to diſcharge the Functions 
contained in the Commiſſion they had received 
From him; the Converſion of the World to the 
Faith and Acknowledgements of their Maſter, 
by their Doctrines, atteſted with Miracles. Nor 
will it follow here, that becauſe Miracles are 
ceaſed, therefore their Commiſſion has likewiſe : 
For they are two different Things; Commiſſion 
or Authority whereby to act, and Extraordina- 
ry Gifts whereby to make their acts Succeſsful, 
and perſwade the World that their Commiſſion 
was Divine; and therefore it muſt be granted, 
that the Reaſon of the one ceaſing, and the b- 
ther continuing, tho* the one has ceaſed; the 
-other-muſt continue- e TO 

UPON the whole, now I appeal to the com- 
mon Senſe of Mankind, if the Remarker can be 
ſaid to be in his Senſes, when he affirms, that 
the Seventy's Commiſſion is expired, or that ſuch 
A Remark can be called Sober, any more than 
the Second, That their Commiſſion was lirmited. 
to Fudea, It is owned, that in their firſt Miſſi- 
on, they were to go unto Places whithier Pave 
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Fd himſelf would come, Lube 10. 1. But eve 
then not excluſively of others; it is no where 
ſaid to theſe Places only, or as it was once to 
the Apoſtles, That they ſhould not turn into the way 
of the Gentiles, Matth. 10. 5. Nothing of all this, 
much leſs is there any reſtraint laid on then 
aſter their return: For as their Work concern- 
ed Mankind in honed, 1s muſt needs their 
Commiſſion be of univerſal Extent ; and not 
Word to be found that confines: them to any 


place or Nation. But becauſe the Remar ter can 


find no ſuch Limitation to the Circumciſion in 
the Seventy's Commiſſion, his Eyes reel back to 
the Apoſtles ſttſt Commiſſion, Matth. 10. 5. and 
would argue it from thence, but how unfairly. 
They were two diſtin Commiſſions, and there- 
fore it is all precarious Reaſoning from one to 
the other. Nor will it follow upon the Suppoſi- 


tion, that the Seventy were to go out unto the 


Tentiles, and that the Apoſtles before they went 
to them, were to make the firſt Offers of Sal- 
vation unto the Jes, that therefore the Seventy's 
Commiſſion was more honourable than the 4 
poſtles, any more than that the Remarker, who, 
for ought I know, may be a Native of Britain, 
and pow upon his pretended Miniſtry in a fat 
diſtant Country, is more honourgble, than that 
publick Scandal and avowed Enemy to Chriſti- 
anity, that denier and derider of the Divinity of 
the Son of God, his Brother Pierce, whoſe Books 
and Quotations he is ſo fond of. No, the Apoſtles 
had the greateſt Honour in beginning their Ai. 
#ſry amongſt the once peculiar "LEO 
ELLSSLY eſoro 
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7 
before they made apy tender thereof to choſe 
who were Aliens from that Common-Wealth. 
But ſinee he knows it is denied him, that the 


Seventy were ſuperiour to the Apoſtles, either in 
ower or Character, he is reſolved to bring 


them upon à level; and ſince he cannot find, he 


will make, 82 Apeſtles, by a new Creation of 
Seventy at a Time; and rather than fail in 
this attempt, impiouſly charge the Inſpiration 
Luke 10, 1. with an Omiſſion, and the Tranſ- 
lators, for not enliſting a Word that was not in 
the Original, and in ſpite of both; add the Word 
Apoſtle, that it may run, as it does in his Head, 
and be read Seventy Apoſtles, Bat what would 
the Remarker get by it, if we ſhguld allow his 
fictitious Reading, and falſe Suppòſition to be a 
true one? nothing ſurely but the ruine of his 
Cauſe, by ſubverting that Foundation where- 
upon he deſigned to erect it, the expiration of 
the Seventy's.Commiſiton. For now by his own 
Confeflion, and Pleading too, it muſt be. perpe- 
tual ; For he has freely and frequently allowed, 
that the. Apaſtle- Commiſſien, with, regard to 
their ordigary Nliniſtrations in the Word and 
Sagraments, 15 perpetual, and to continue to the 
end of the World: Now if theſe Seventy be A- 
files, as he; would have us believe, their Com- 
miſſion according to him muſt continue to the 


end of the Warld, and then what has he been 


kliſputing about all this while, and contending 
that the Sevenzy's Commiſſion is expired; and 


yet very conſiſtently wich himſelf, that it is not 
gPired, bur is to cantinue to the end of Time, 
2124 a ä becauſe 
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becauſe they were Apoſtles. Or we may obſarve 


him Reaſoning after this ridiculous manner, as 


they were Seventy Diſciples, their Commiſſion. is 


ſpent and ceaſed, but as they were Seventy Apo- 
files, it will laſt as long as the World. There is 
no eviting ſuch Conſequences as there will na- 
turally flow from this new Hypotheſis; which 
I will allow him the Honour to be the Author 
and Inventor of, and all his own; and as ſuch 1 
have only argued upon it, for I don't believe 
the Seventy to be a whit the more Apoſtles, for 
his'dubbing them, nor that any of them aſcend- 
ed to that ſuperiour Order, but as they were ad- 
vanced by the immediate call of Heaven, or 
mediately by a Conſecration to the Apoſtalate. 
Add; that it was the Opinion of the primitive 
Church, as it is of the beſt part of the preſent, 
that the Helpers and Fellow- Labourers of the 
Apoſtles, of whom we have frequent Mention 
in the Ad, and Epiſtles, ſuch as Foſeph called 
Barſabas, Mark, Luke, Apollos, Rufus, Niger, and 
Matthias and Barnabas, before they were made 
Apoſtles, were of the Number of the Seventy, 
Who would know the Truth of this, may con- 
ſult Euſeb. Lib. 1. Cap. 12. N K. 
AND now to ſum up the Evidence of this 
Charge againft the Remarker upon this ſecond 
Head, in his denying the continuance of the Se- 
ventys Commiſhon, but to make amends in 
tranſlating them to the Apoſtolate, and all upon 
his bare Word without any Proof. |

For 
to run out into wild Excurſions, and imperti- 
nent Quotations, (which make up the bulk of 
the Remarks, and whereof if ſtrip d. there would 
remain nothing of a real Argument) is to fall 
from ſolid Reaſoning, and run wide of the Que- 
ſtion. And I appeal to both theſe for the Proof 
of my Aſſertion, and venture the Cauſe upon 
the Arguments formed on them. The cleareſt 
and moft unexceptionable Facts and Precedents 
of what kind of Government was annexed to the 
Power of Ordination, by and after the Apoſtles, 
upon the ſacred Records, are contained in St.

© Firft, LET us configer the Nature of A m 
lates Government, as he is a Dioceſan Biſhop 
upon enquiry we ſhall find, that it implied at 
its firſt Inftitution, as it does now, the giving 
Inſtructions to thoſe Precbyrers' and Deacons that 
are within the Verge of his Inſpection, con- 
cerning their Behaviour, and the exerciſe of 


their Offices, the preſcribing Rules for a decent 


and regular Performance of publick Worſhip, 
taking care that their Doctrines be Sound and 
Orthodox, encouraging and promoting thoſe 

that are faichful and diligent, as on the contra- 

ry puniſhing with Cenſures or Suſpenſion, the 
contumacious and diſobedient; inſpecting alſo 
into the Converſations of the People within 
their juriſdiction, that they be as becometh their 
Profeſſion, and if not, being liable to his Judg- 

ment and Correction. Theſe are ſome Inſtan- 

ces of the Prælatical Government of a Diaeſas 

Biſbop. Now let us ſee, 

Secondly, Whether Timothy and Titus were 
intruſted with ſuch Powers and Authority, and 
if their Government be found Prelatical in theſe 
Inſtances, L hope it will not be denied, that they 
were in the preſent proper Senſe of the Words,

Acts of a Prelatical Government, over ſeveral Preſ- 


Hters and Congregations, and not over a ſingle 
Flock, as is here evident from the ſeveral Inſtan- 
ces of Timothys Rule over Presbyters, and is un- 
deniable from Crete s being a place where were 
many. Cities, in every one of which Presbyters 
were to be ſettled ; it will therefore follow, they 
were Dioceſan Biſbops, in the ſtrict proper preſent 
Senſe of the Words. 

* "Thirdly, WE are. to obſerve, that to thoſe 
very Perſons thus veſted and intruſted with the 
prælatical Powers and Government of Dioceſan 
Hiſbops, was committed the Power of Ordination. 
It was no other than Timothy adorned with all 
thoſe Signatures of Rule over the Presbyters of 


an 


Ipbeſu, that was io lay on Handy with Caution 
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ind as he found the Candidates qualiſied for fa* - | 


cred Services, 1 Tim. 5.21, 22. It was no other 
2 this very Titus, in whom we have found 
ch legible Characters of a Dioceſan Biſhop, that 


for this very end was left in Crete, to ordain El- 


ders in every City, Tit. 1. 5. And it is to no 

urpoſe for the Remarker to alledge, that they 
Pad thoſe Powers of Government and Ordina- 
tion as endowed with extraordinary Powers or 
Gifts. This is petitio Principii, or in his own de- 
cent Expreſſion, a mean begging of the Queſ- 
tion ; for as we know, he will hardly believe us, 
even although we prove, ſo he may be aſſured 
that his perhaps and may be's are of no weight 
with us; for we will never take his Word fox 
any thing he don't make appear. And it is ri- 


diculous for him and his Party, who are ſo Cla- 


morous for Scripture Proofs and Examples, for 
every thing that is to be done about ſacred 


Things or Perſons, to go upon bare Suppoſiti- 


ons in Things of the higheſt Moment. For no- 
thing extraordinary eicher of Powers or Gifts, 
appears in. the whole Caſe ; nothing but what 
Dioceſan Biſhops with their ordinary Powers may 
and do ordinarily perform. And it is moſt un- 
juſt, and againſt all the Laws of Reaſoning, to 
put us upon the proof of theſe- Negatives, That 
they had no Aſſiſtance, that they did pot all this 


as Presbyters, &c. We deny all theſe groundleſs | 
Surmiſes, and therefore the Proof belongs to 


him the poſitive Affitmer, which becauſe there is 
no Ground to go upon, we are aſſured it can 
never be. done. We are now further for the 
Confimation- of our Point, Pourth⸗ 
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iFourchly; 70 evinee, that the Iſcen Anzel} 


were veſted with a like Government, and in 
juſt Conſequence had the Power of Ordination. 


That they were veſted with a prælatical Govern- 


mant appears from hence, that ſeveral of them 


were threatned and condemned by our Lord,

IF, and 20. which plainly implied, that they 
were'veſted with a coercive ruling Power over 
theſe, Churches: For if they were only ſenior 
Paſtors or Moderators, as the Remarker dotes, how 
could they be culpable and made criminal for 
not doing, what was not in their Power to do? 
For as ſuch they could only give their own pri- 
vate Judgement and Vote, but not-reftrain the 
Actions, with the Toleration whereof. they are 
charged. So that the Remarker muſt either blaſ- 
phemouſly feign our Lord to bring an unjuſt 
Charge againft thoſe Angels, accuſing them of 
what they were not guilry, and puniſhing them 
for what they could not help, or confeſs the 
Truth, that their Acculition"and threatned Pu- 
niſhment was juſt, becauſe they had not exerted 
their prælatical Powers in cenſuring and reſtrain- 
ing licentious Doctrines of ſeducing Teachers, 
within their ſeveral Juriſdictions; and that tho? 
they were conſtituted Guardians of the Purity 
of the Chriſtian Faith, they had been remiſs in 
their Charge, and permitted the Corruption of

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that Matter; as for the Remar bers Dream; that 
every Angel was a Company of Presbyters, it is 
hardly worth while to awake him out of it, by 
any ſerious Obſervation on ſo remarkable a Fa- 
ble.

bo the Apoſtles were veſted with an unlimitted Fu. 


riſdliction, yet thy only tranſmitted a limitted one. But 
notwithſtanding of this, they have true Succeſ- 
ſors both in Government and Ordination. For 
theſe are Truths, and even reconcileable to our 
Apprehenſions- Suppoſe a great Prince has ſe- 
'veral Sons, and ſeveral Principalities, and to 
each Son he gives a Principality, and all the 
Power whereby he governed it, certainly each 
Von ſucceeds the Father in the whole Power 
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Dyer his reſpective Principality, | tho? not in the 
Whole of the Power the Father had over all the 
Principalities. This is the very Caſe ; St. Pau, 
for Inſtance, and ſo by a Parity of Reaſon, the 
ſame is to be ſaid of the reſt of the Apoſtles, gave 
Bis Son Timothy, as he calls him, the Govern- 
ment of Epbeſs, as he did Tita that of Crete, 
wich full Power co govern thoſe Places, as he 
would do was he preſent. And now who can | 
deny but that Timothy ſucceeded Paul inthe whole 
Power he had over Epbeſus, tho' not in the whole 
of the Power he had over all other Churches; | 
and the like of Titus, and all others whom the f 
Apoſles conſtituted Bifbops in their reſpective 4 
Dioceſſet-· And has not Mr. Remarker acknows .

ledgeͤd all this? yea verily, all the Difference is, 
that he contends this limitted Juriſdiction ſhould 
neceſſarily be contracted to a ſingle Pariſb, JL 
whereas we deny that Neceflity, and have prov- | 
ed that it was not thus originally ſo bounded. , fo 
- BUT tho' it's thus evident that the Govern- to 
ment ſettled by Chriſt and his Apoſtles in the Pa 
Church, was founded in an Imparity of Officers, 
or rather in a proper Dioceſan Epiſcopacy ; yet 
WW: - fince often the Diſtance is wide between 
Poſſeſſion and Right, I don't affirm there is for 
ſuch an inviolable and eſſential Connection be- ed! 
tween the Powers of Ordination and Juriſdicti- 
on, that they muſt always be found in an actual 
Conjunction. For the Ordinations of a Biſhop

NOR do I,meaſuce.the Fpiſagpal Power of Ors

wait for them; which who can believe of ſo 
good a Man? And Thirdly, That Timothy, whom 
we have proved by all the Marks of a prælatical 
Power to have been à Biſhop, and whom the Re- 
marker ſays was preſent, was ſtill an Elder and no 
more; 'and therefore unleſs we will grant theſe 
Abſurdities, we maſt conclude, that there were 
Biſb»ps preſent as well as Presbyters.

Fourthly, As to Pb. x, T. it is certain that 
Philippi was a chief City of Macedonia, Ad, 16. 
12. round Which were doubtleſs a great many 
Churches and Biſhops, who might be denomi- 
nated from the Metropols; I ſay doubtleſa, be- 
cauſe it is paſt all doubt but that theſe People 
were mightily increafed in Numbers, and ex- 
ceedingly commended for their Piety and Vir- 
tues by St · Paul in that Epiſtle, and as the Ex: 
igencies of the Churches required, the Gover- 
nours unqueſtionably often met to conſult about 
the common Concerns of Chriſtianity ; for they 
were deſired to ſtrive together for the Faith of 
the Goſpel, v. 27. And therefore it was no 
greater a Solociſm in St. Paul, to write to the 
Biſhops at Philippi, than it would be to Write to 
the Biſbops at London, in the ſitting of the Convo- 
cation, tho we know thete is but one Biſiap of 
London.

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Fiſthly; As to what he trifles About the Iden- 
tity of Names, I obſerve firſt; That it is certain 
great Perſonages are ſometimes ſtiled from the 
loweſt Offices they ſuſtain ; and yet it muſt al- 
ways be allowed without any Diminution to 
their Characters, to which higher Appellation;
